Jeare her to pine in penury aod distress. It 
may be said that Mrs. Lixcots’s mode of life 
ia probably not characterise by the strictest 
rules of republican simplicity ; she has oot 
eettled: to & house with two rooms, and 

washing and troning to eke out 
her own existence aod accommodate her 
neighbors; batduch a positiop, were she dir 
posed to aerume it, would hardly comport 
with her former experience, or the honor of 
the nation in which her husvand held s0 pro- 
minenta place, and for whieh his life was 
manlerously ascriticed. 

The story of her roubles is told in the New 
Yorke World of the 2nd mnat., from which it 
‘appears that on the death of Mr. Liscouw an 
‘effort was made to seoure for his tamily the 
mum of $100,000, being the amount which 
would have accrued to him had be complet- 
ed his presidential term. Only $25,000, or 
one year’s salary, was all that the grateful 
Repablic alloted for this purpose, and of this 
sam $3,000 were required to pay off the de- 
ceased President's debts, showing that during 
his ineumbency of the White Hoase he had 
setually been living'above his income. The 
balance, $22,000, with the house and dot at 
Dlinois, which Mr. Lixcoux owned before his 
election to the Presidency in 1860, was there. 
fore all that was le(t to the family of the late 
Presideat. Mra. Lixcots’s present income 
in set down at $1,700 ‘per annum, $300 of 
which abe derives from the rent of the house in 
Springfield, a moderate income indeed, when 

very feeble purchasing power of the

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{| Sevemst of our contemporaries have treat- 
el the revelations said to have been made by 
‘Tuapoace Srevess, and reprinted in a recent 
number ot the Pull Mall Gazdtte, a» throw 
ing vew light on England's recognition of the 
belligerent rights of the South, and as hav. 
ing pat Mr. Secretary Sewaao in a new and 
awkwanl position with regard to bis com 
plaints against Eoglaad, in one of his Ala 
‘tama claims despatches, Lecause of that re 
cognition. One paper even hopes that Lont 
‘Srawcer will take notice of Mr. Srevexs’ re 
‘elution in bis next deepatch. There is noth- 
ing new in the statement impated to Mr. 
‘Srevess beyood the fact that the Presidest 
‘and he had s conversation on the subject, 
afer the Washington Government had pro- 
claimed the blockade of the Southern 
ports, and that the President) admitted 
that a mistake bad been made by 
lnsuing that proclamation, but laid the re- 
sponsibility on SEWARD, whom he supposed 
understood international law, and would hay 
been able to have seen befureban! that the 
bicckade imposed upon foreign weutral pow: 
‘ere the obligation of recogvising the South as 
f belligerent. But 40 far from the point itself 
being any news to Lord Staxuey, thie very 
fact was explained by Earl Ressxtt. a+ ove 
of the cinief reasons that had prompted Hix 
Masmsrr's Government to concede to the 
Southern Confaleracy, so-called, the rights of 
‘8 belligerent power; and ia the newspaper. 
controversies which followed immediately 
‘upoa the proclamatina of the blockade, the 
‘same point was-clearly brought out—that a 
‘nation coull’not bicelade ite own ports, und 
therefore the belligerent nights of the South 
‘were frat formally, or at all events prastically, 
recognised by the Washington Cabinet itelt 

‘That Mr. Sewano was direotly and per- 
sonally reeponsible for this act, may be made 
clearer by the evidence of Mr. Stevexs, but 
no one needs to be told that the tively Sec 
retary was then the leading spirit in the 
Cabinet, and even i the suggestion of the 
Vlodkade lad not Leen hia own, the Govern- 
nent, aaa whole, was responsible for the act 
whea done, aod he asa member thersof must 
beng his share. Mr. Swan's recent revi- 
‘val, ia diplomatic form, of the complaint 
agaiowt England, for having recognized the 
belligerent rights of the South, and for which, 
‘ak one time, the American press vowed ter- 
‘ible vengeance, is almost inexplicable, and 
were he not known to be capable of dealing 
im aay amount of ridienlous asertions, and 
‘ts readily receling from them, would be 
somewhat alacming. But we think the 
world, diplomatic and non-diplomatic, has 
ong ago ceased totremble at anything which 
‘Mr. Sewano may see fit to put in a despatch. 

With respect to Tuan. Srevexa’s own no- 
tion of conducting the war—that is, n0 block: 
ade but a forcible cloning of ports, and the 
recognition of mm belligerent rights but the 
treatment of all engage! in the rebellion as 
“ tenitors,” we are heartily glad that it was 
not adopted, and we think that the world will 
applaad Mr. Sewan's more humane policy, 
even if it was a blunder, long after his ili 
natured despatches on the Alahgma question 
have been forgotten. 


‘Tas Globe is hardly pleased with some of 
‘oar remarks anent the subject of Agricultural 
Exhibitions, Ite chief displeasure, however, 
is grounded on & minspprehension, and we 
think in ite anmety to have a fling it scarcely 
paused to look at what, otherwise it woul 
have better appreciated our views. After quot 
ing what we anid with respect to the relative 
public ad@§ntages of au exhibition at King 
‘ston and one at Toronto, the Globe «ays: 


We do not Imagine that the wealthy and 
iturists of Western Canada 























ound to think that they may possbly Know 
ss much of theie own bonigens at ho doer 
‘They labor ander the impression that thelt 


mode of farming is profitable, and most persons 
Will be disposed to accept their conclasions 
rather than those of a journal at Ottawa,which 


Now we are not “very profoundly ium 
pressed "” with the exactitude of the Globe in 
supposing, when we said ‘a sufficient num- 
ber of rich experimentalists have forced it 
“into hot house growtly,” that we meant 
\ the wealthy and enterprising agriculturista 
“ot Western Canada ;" of, when we spoke 
‘of  resaits obtained in many eases” by the 
experimentalists, of course, as being very 
pleasing and gratifying, bat yet “unsatis 
factory in.an economic point of view,” that 
‘we condemoed the whole system of agricul- 
ture im the West as being unprofitable. It 
does very well forthe Globe to put its own 
‘construction—and in this case a very absurd 
and unwarranted one—upon other people's. 
Jangriage, avd then “come down” wish ite 
heary thunder; bat with all due respect to 
the sage of the Globe, the agriculturiats of 
+ toe Weat will agree with us exagtly 











that a foreel growth, at © to 
beavy expense, whether of animal or vegeta 
» fur the mere pleasure of looking at 
fur the pride of carrying off a prize at 
‘bition it not “satisfactory in an 
© ecouomic point ot view.” They will admit, 
for instance, that tocarry off the prize for the 
best fat pig it is quite easy to expend at the 
rate of 20 or 30 cents per pound of pork pro 
duced in fattening, which im the market w 
worta only ten, i# not a profitable systeta ; 
and that in many other ways, in the garden, 
the stable and the field, st i quite posible, 
with a special eye to the prizes at the exhib 
ios, that either cropalor saimals may le 
made to cost more than they are worth. The 
real value of the exhibition is in bringing to 
ht the best results on the most economic 
prociples, and were all prize articles rigndly 
testo! by thie principle, we are pervuaded 
it would be found that a very I 
percentage of tle prize inoney would not 
ita, way where it does now—it would te 
covered that economic considerations were 1a 
many cases utterly disregarded ; and, there 
fore, we contend that resulteso trough: abou 
however pleasing to the eye, or gratitying to 
the pride, are not useful examples to set be 
fore the peuple, becauie they can only be | 
imitated at a lone. Weare quite fare that 
the sage ofthe Globe is just as fully persuaded 
of the truth of this as we are, and that the 
enterprising agriculturiats of W. Cana 
da will not have the slightest disticulty i un-| 
derstanding our meauing. As to oar being 
“desirous of saying something depreciatory 
“ respectiog Western Canada,” the aertion 
inthe mérest bowb, at the Globe itself must 
have koown, for a few lines farther 
down in the same article it credits 
us with having” eaid thet © ogricaltere| 
jas “ lene thoroughly developed ip the neigh- 
 borhood of Kingston than inthe West” —| 
‘a curious way of “saying something depre-| 
 ciatory”” truly! What we really did say was | 
to the effect that Kingston was of easy access 
to localities where agriculture was leew 
developed “than at Toronto,” a statement 
which we think few will be found disposed to 
dispate, though eur fractious contemporary 
would fain cavil at it 

But the Globe agrees with us in some pare 
ticulars, snd even spare us on to & better 
periormance of our duty towanls our own 
locality. The following remarks are sensible | 
and extremely generow 

“The whole Province contributes to the 
fands of the association, and we should striv 
‘4 far a pomible, to allow all parts of 
Province to participate in the benefits of the 
exhibitions, We have no sympathy with 
Kingston sre not so proftaie us thowe lr 
where. ‘The Kings(on exhibitions are benef 
cial, aod that is the main point. We shall 
always advocate the continuance of the exhi- 
bitions at Kingstoa ; and we would not refuse 
to go even farther than that, aud advocate the 
holding of « Provincial exhibition at Ottawa 
occasionally, provided always that the Ottawa 
people will ‘pay their share towards the « 
penses. Why does not the Tuves tara ite at- 
tention to an agitition to accare that advau- 
‘tage for Ottawa? 

‘The Fuss ws “not in favor of agitation” 
‘as & general thing, nor does it care much to 
thake cheap notoriety by urging demands 
{hat im the present temper of the public are 
not likely to be complie! with. But a year 
‘a0 we did agitate for a change in the policy 
of the Agricultural Amociation, which would 
sive such sections as the Ottawa country in 
the east, the rich agricultural counties in 
what we may designale: the Saugeen Dis 
trict in the West, "and other portions of the 
Province, @ betigr opportunity of sharing 
in the benefits of the Association than 
they now enjoy; ani at that. time 
the Globe did not help‘ue, We shall 
‘stil be happy to press the same views on the 
public whenever we thiok it at all probable 
that we can secure attention for them ; and 
wo are quite satistied that would the Globe, 
‘and other organs of opinion in the West, take 
uup the question, the association with th 
same expenditure of means might Le made 
(odo a great deal more good for the country.

Whether 
‘Ottawa will quietly sccept these events as 
mere matters of course, of give some demoo- 
tiation to mark its appreciation of i 
tant position as the capital of a co 
to be one of the largest, and some day we 
hope one ot the greatest ia the work!, we do 
not undertake tony; but we subst it as a 
matter not undeserving of consideration, 
whether some mark of public courtesy 
might not very properly be extended 
to the Representative of Royalty, the 
members of the Queen's Privy Coun- 
Gil, the presiding officers of each 
Deanch of the Legislature, aod some promin- 
ect meriters of Parliament. When it is re 
membered that between Senators and mem 
bers of the House of Commons, there will Le 
haere assembled about two hundred and finy 
gradlemen, ia their capacity as legislators the 
foremost men uf the country, and thove on 
‘whom our hopes for the future so much de- 
pea, it will readily be understood that even 
on the mere ground of local interest the 
event is one of very great importance; , but 
the facilities of the young Capital are not 
such aa woukd warrant us in believing that 
the whole Legislature could be conveniently 
entertained ai once. There is nothing, how- 
ever, to prevent the city from doing hovor to 
itself, aod shewing its sense of its postion ne 
the Capital by giving an entertainment to 
the representative men already mentiooed.

should have been prematurely forced upon 
the attention of the public. At ihe firet be 
sinning of the new onder of things, it would 
hare been exceedingly desirable that we 
should have been able to have pointed to 
the result of the elections in every Pro 
vince, as an evidence of their popularity, 
Vat the ‘uatowant result in Nova Seo 
tin has reniered this for the time impor 
sible. Are we then to despair of the suc 
‘eves of the British American Union? By no 
means. Three Provinces representing more 
than foariths of the whole population have 
‘womistakably pronousced in its favor. It 
would be alsun to suppoe that the 
adverse majority of the remaining one 
fiftly could give any serious uneasiness 
to the rest. On the contrary we hold 
thas while Nova Sootia undoubsedly presents 
& difficulty, calling for the pradeat action 
of oar statewmen, yet the whole question of 
Union, as it was put before the people, has 
been responded to in a manser the moat 
gratifying aod satisfactory. There is not # 
Province within the Domiaion, whose inter- 
ests can be so easily prove wy have been mar 
terially advasced by the act of Union as Nova 
‘Scotia; and, therefore, we bold that a9 a uiere 
matier of argument the case-is already gooe

enthusiastically responded. At 11 o'clock 
ve President addressed the audience, and de- 
clared blmself devoted to the wellare of the 
country and the tetence of italiberties and in- 
dependence, He then returned to the National 
Valace, followed by the gheers and acclama-

‘Tae Perth Courier, a vulgar factiopist organ 

which slavishly followel the lealersbip of 
the 'Globe throughout the recent electoral 
‘campaign, and even outdid its mentor in the 
‘work of abuse, has been ungrateful enough, 
‘tp turn round upon Mr. Brows, and lay to 
his doot the discomfiturgof what it i pleased 
to call the Reorm” party. Says the 
Courier 

« arguments of Mr. Brown 
aout ine ditertace Uses the Colton at 
1864 and all other Coalitions, were uot sufi- 
Ciently clear to convince the judgment of the 
‘country that he was altogether right and Mr. 

entirely wrong. Neither was 
it quite evident that Mr. Brown had suficient 
cause to break off from his colleagues in 365, 
Sad leave thom with tiie work half done, 
‘whilst he attempted to bieak down their ad: 
{ministration on a tariff question, about which 
taoat people understood very littio and cared 
Tous. "Fiver to this day the real cause of Me. 
Brown's withdrawal from the Cabinet is fot 
plainly undertosd® = 7 5% * 
St. fieown ia undoubtedly right it inten- 
Honett and’ opright man, Wot now thatthe 
‘whole thing ls over,and the country has qulet- 
Ty settled down to moraliae over the elections, 
the conviction reluctantly forces self om the mints 
‘of hm friends, that he does wot possess the requisite 
cations ofa succeseful party leader?” 

Te was right enough in those who declined 
longer to Sliow Mr. Buows, to repudiate his 
leadership, for they gave evidence that their 
actions harmonised with their coavietions, 
But tohave clang to him for a year and a half, 
without being able to underetand, “even to 
this day,” the gauge of hia retirement from 
the Government, and to denounce him now 
for no other crime than failure, 1» in the last 
degree ungrateful. It in evident that the 
Courier tribe followed Mr. Brows only be- 
‘cause they olishly thought he wouhl lead 
them to vietory; not because of any special 
regard for his principles, for, as we are tow 
told, his “fine spun "arguments were not 
sufficiently clear to convince the judgment of 
the country ! It fy because Mr. Baows has 
failed in thie that the discovery is now “ re- 
Juetantly”” proclaimed, that he does not poo 
nese the requisite qualifications for a success 
fol party leader. ‘Thin is precisely what a 
great many Conservatives and Reformers 
have believed and said of Mr, Buows, years 
ago, but we hardly expected that any of hie 
own followers throughout the recent campaign 
would have been mean enough to have in- 
sulted bim in the hour of his defeat, when 
thoge who fought in his train should be the 
first to whinper worls of consolation in his 
ear. 

‘The Courier cannot brook the idea of de- 
laying the time when “the Tones (shall) be 
again shut out from the sweets of office in 
“ thia Province,” and to compass this desir. 
table end, it coolly proposes that Mr. Buowx 
and Mr. Saioria.n Macvowato should 
“patch up their differences." It is very 
earorst on this subject, flatters the Ontario 
Premier not a little, compliments hie Cabi- 
et ax being a very excellent ove indeed, and 
capable of being male a great deal better, if 
well, in fact, that is, if he would “satisty the 
© fealings of the country in favor of s Reform 
“ Government”—probably by shutting out 
tho “Tories from the aweets of office.” If} 
Reformers do not paich up «peace among 
themselves “in the natural order," that i 
by giving the factioniets a share of office and 
‘slice of patronage, since they could not se 
eure the whole for themselves, the Courter 
sees plainly the wischiefs that will follow 
by the aggravation ot feling stall caamed 
by delay and separation.” If not an able, 
the Courier is at leant an earnest advocate of 
this patching-ap process, intended to prevent 
“© hopelews disruption between the ‘Crit’ 
“and the ‘Moderates’ in the Local House; 
Dat it was very cruel in it to, introduce its 
proposs! with ‘such a home thrust at Mr. 
Baows. It is unmanly to strike an opponent 
when down—what shall we say of bim who 
teamples on the beeing body ot his master ? 

Tux elections in the States of Pennsylra- 
nia and Ohio on Tuesday last have resulted.

‘There victories, fullowing on those of Cali: 
fornia and Maine, with the largely increased 
Democratic votes in the county elections of} 
Indiana, and in the State elections of Iowa, 
raise the hopes ofthe Democrats to the highest 
pitch, and correspondingly depress the spirite 
of the Radicals. Taeir influence will nlso 
be very sensibly felt on the New York elee 
tions, which take place on the Sth of next 
month, and which will, in all probability, go 
largely in favor of the Democratic party. 
We reyoice in there Democtatic triamphs, 
because we think they will have a very bene- 
ficial influence on the future policyot our nevgh 
bors, The Democratic party entertains mach 
more liberal sentiments on intertational trade 
than does the Republican ; it has less zeal for 
the glotitication of the negro at the expense 
of the white man; more humane and liberal 
views on the vital question of “reconstruc- 
tion," wliich in its vocabulary might better, 
perhaps, be called “restoration ;” and more 
respect for the recognised principles of the 
constitution, the rights of States. and of 
dfividuale. It i not inccculated, like the Re- 
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ational debt.

triumph and the carrying of the next Presi: 
dential election would be the safest political 
Fevolution that could possibly befall our 
eighbors, and in their interest we wish it 
way be brought about. 

But the great party of “moral ideas,” 
Whiskey Yrouds and universal peculation 
will dt once take to heart the lesson of these 
elections. The extreme Radical policy of im- 
peaching the President, paying gohl debts 
with irredeemable paper promises, and re- 
distributing the landa of the Southern States 
‘among the negroes and “ loyal’ white im 
portétions from the North, ill hardly find 
so much favor. Tuan. Srevexs, B.F. Bere 
tan and Bex Wave will suddenly tied then 
selves ats considerable discount in the ranks 
oftheir own party, snd the more moderate 
views of Gauxuex, Weep and Rarwoxp may 
perhaps replace the revolutionary doctrines 
of the extreme Radicals in the esteem of the 
Republicans. The instinet of eelfinterest, 
perhaps the strongest inotive power with the 
‘ruling spirite in, Congress, will atonce suggest 
that a more moderate course than that here 
tofore pursued will be necessary to retain 
the Republicans in their present position of 
diminished popalarity; and that, at all 
events, a resort to fresh measures of exasper 
ation agninst the South, or of usurpation of 
the constitutional functions of the President, 
will tend atill further to alienate from them 
{the contilence of the public. The Radicals 
will be to'® consnlerable extent paralysed ; 
the moderate men of the,party willl secuse 
the extremists of having ruined their popu- 
larity by the violence of their course, and if 
the party does. not fall to quarrelling and 
wind up with @ gevieral split, it will undoubt- 
edly give Wane and Srevexs and other vio 
Jeqt men, metaphorically speaking, a back 
seat, Weewoets. Pautirs may rave through 
the press and on the platform in favor of a 
negro Vice-President, but except among the 
welect circles of strong minded women and 
Peripatetic conventioniats, we ily not think 
hia intluewce has counted for much of late, 
‘and itis likely to be less in future, singe the 
‘negro hobby has baly burned the Republican 
fingers in Ohio, ‘The Republicans though 
they were strong enough there to carry a 
‘constitutional amendment enfranchising the 
negroes, and accordingly this amendment 
was a plank in the Repnblican platfo 
very plank in all probability which sunk th 
whole concern and lost them the State—if it 
has been lont. ‘Thougth some doubés dre ex- 
pressed as to the result for Governor all ac 
‘counts agree in represeniing that the negro 
suffrage ainendment was overwhelmingly 
deleated. ‘Thus the Republicans finding that 
it does not pay to run the negro in the North

of a colored Vice-President wilt also be at a 
considerable discount in the ranks of the 
party, for if even the New York. Tribune 
ould aflord to drop ita darling theory of 
protection” for the sake of “ the party, 
we canpot doubt that it would stickle for 
moment at throwing overboanl a colored 
Vice-President. 

Whether the result of these elections will 
have ne wholesome an effect on the future 
course of President Jouxsox, it is more dist 
cult to determine. Mr. Jouxsox doey not oc- 
cupy the White House as the representative 
‘of the Democratic party. Personally, he 
may be said to be without a party, ne 
the Democrats go with him only as againat 
the dominant faction in the Legiamture. 
But he, too, would do well: to meet the 
first signs of moderation on the part of 
the Repablicans in a conciliatory "»purit; 
and should they persist in-their insane 
‘course, these Democratic triumphs will give 
‘great moral strength to the Prendent in con- 
tinuing to resist them, He has little chance 
‘of a nomination for the next Presidency ; and, 
perhaps, he does not expect it. But by « 
‘wise and moderate course, he has now a 
favorable opportunity for laying the basis of 
the policy upon which the next President 
I be elected. Already, therefore, he may 
feel that his side of the reconstruction ques 
tuon is destined tg be the winning one ; and 
he will thua have an opportunity of retiring 
from his high and somewhat perilous office 
with the convietion that he las battled the 
schemes of one of the most profligate poli 
tical parties, with which the United States 
has ever been cursed.

‘Not long ago, an American journalist com- 
paring the income of Queen Victoria with that 
of the Emperors of Franco and Russia, camo 
to the conclusion that Her Majesty bad not 
the menus to indulge in very munificent stats 
hosmitalities. “Now another American journal, 
theDetroit Port, touctiing on the question of 
vico regal expeuditire, in Canada, comes to 
the conclusion, very satisfactory to’ itself, that 
* thé Governor-General is looked upon as an 
expensive luxury,of no practical benefit to the 
country ; and, while they have to eudure hi 
they are anxious to obtain tome of their 
money back in rome ‘or another.” It 
thinks Canadians a joor benighted act of aria 
tocrasy-worshippers; but finds consolation in 
reflecting that the light of the Democratic 
wpirit. is breaking in upon them, and that 
though we may endure the costly luxury of a 
Governor-General for a while, “its toleration 
‘will soon be 1 thing of the past.” 

‘We ought to be very much obliged to'our 
American critic for these compliments. Dut 
‘we may be permitted, in return, to say that wo 
see nothing to envy in the intolerable war 
taxes of the United States, or the reconstruction 
dificulty with its complication of negro suf- 
trago and negro supremacy. As for the Gov- 
erwor-Gi his salary and his horpitalities, 
scarcely a complaint is bean! on this side of 
the lines. ‘The exceptions are so 
to establish the rule. Lord Mou:
